There is a whole lot of nonsense afloat these days regarding 


ipan's policy toward the United States. A sensational Parisian 
swspaper proclaimed the statement the other day that the Japanese 
Jet was cruising off the Hawaiian islands with unfriendly designs, 
id yesterday the New York World let loose a report that the 
Tinted States Government has secret information to l)he effect 
tat the Japanese are planning a sudden descent on the Philippines. 


It is foolish to assume that Japan would rashly enter into a 


•ar with any power so soon after the close of the costly conflict she 
ecently waged against Russia. In that conflict Japan had to go 
eeply into debt. 
Before the peace commissioners met at Ports- 


louth, she expected to recover the cost of the war to her as one of 


5e items of settlement. But Count Witte and Baron Rosen out- 
vitted the Japanese commissioners and the latter did not receive a 
copeck of indemnity. It has since been taxing the resources of the 
apanese Government to provide for the war debt. For this purpose 
he industrial and commercial interests of the country have been 
romoted with all the vigor the Government can command. 


Japan cannot go to war without money. In the Russo-Japanese 


var she had nearh reached the limit of her credit and it was doubt- 
ess that fact which influenced the Government to make such sacri- 
ices as it did at Portsmouth'in order to secure peace. It will be 
apan's policy for -nany years to come to cultivate peace, as a means 
>f recuperation. She certainly cannot put herself in the attitude of 
provoking a war A-ith a nation with whom it is to her interest to 
remain at peace \\hile she is incapable of raising money at home or 
abroad to defray the cost of war.

Pre-Entry Land Conspiracies. 


United State* Circuit Judge Lewis of Denver, Col., has rendered 


i decision in a coal land case tried before him which if it is sustained 
by the Supreme C ourt of the United States, will put an end apparently 
to most if not all of the public land fraud prosecutions which the 
Federal Government has instituted. The decision undermines the 
conspiracy groundwork on which most of these Government timber 
land cases have been built. Judge Lewis holds that there is no law 
against citizens Agreeing in advance to purchase coal or other public 
lands that may be acquired by others under what is known as the 
•'dummy entryman" system. 
If the pie-entry conspiracy has no 


standing in court, those suits which have been brought in Idaho. 
Oregon, Washington, California and other States based on pre-entry 
conspiracies must be abandoned. The Government relies upon the 
proof of pre-ent'-y conspiracy in order to obtain a conviction for the 
fraudulent entry and the subsequent transfer of the public land 
entered. The decision seems to indicate that the only person who 
can be prosecuted for frsud is the "dummy entryman" after the entry 
has been made in the United States Land Office and that the real 
beneficiary by thf fraud—the man who agrees with the "dummy 
entryman" befoi e the land is located, to pay him a stated sum for 
the land after his location is completed and then carries out the pre- 
entry agreement—escapes the penalty ot the law and presumptively 
retains the fruit*- of the fraud committed. Enormous areas of timber 
land located on 'he Pacific Coast have been concentrated in the hands 
of a few unscrupulous men by the very process of advance agree- 
ments to purchase from "dummy entryrren." 


The President and the Attorney-General are fully alive to the 


danger which 1'es in decision of the Denver Court and steps are 
to be taken to carry the case to the higher tribunals for review and 
reversal. Fortunately Congress passed a law last year empowering 
the Government to appeal in criminal cases.

spiracy to murt'er ex-Governor Steunenberg of Idaho, has been ac- 
quitted bv the lloise jury who tried him 
But it took them fourteen 


hours to deliberate before a verdict w.is reached. It would have 
been something: exceptional in the history of criminal jurisprudence 
if after the acquittal of Haywood, who was asserted by the prosecu- 
tion to be the puncipal in the conspiracy which resulted in the killing 
of Steunenberg by Harry Orchard, Ptttibone, who was acknowl- 
edged to be no more implicated in the conspiracy than Mover, against 
whom the indictment was dij-Tiissed <sn the motion of the prosecution, 
should have been found guilty. Still Hal juries do some very pe- 
culiar things at times, and the long delay in agreeing upon a verdict 
shows plainly :hat some of the Pettibone jurors were disposed at 
first to,do the inconsistent thing of convicting him after Haywood 
had been acquitted at the close of a much more exhaustive trial.

TO CLEAN FEATHERS 


It is said one of the best method* 


for cleaning the feathers In a bed Is to 
make a large cheesecloth bag and Into 
it put all of the feathers. The cheese- / 
cloth bag and tick should be sewect to*/ 
gether at one corner, so that the feath- 
ers can be worked from the tick to 
the bag. When the bag Is full, sew 
up the opening and place the bag over 
the clothes line ami beat gently with a 
rntlan carpet healer. 
This frees the 


feathers from all dust. It is possible 
for the sun to reach the feathers, and 
they will get very light and fluffy, 
increasing wonderfully in bulk. When 
the tick is washed, the feathers are re. 
turned in the same manner, the tick 
closed, then the cheesecloth covering 1* 
washed and slipped over the tick to 
protect it. 
rillows may be cleaned 


in the same manner. 
Of course this 


is not a 
good season for cleaning 


feather beds, yet fresh air will do 
as much as the sun to renovate tiM 
feathers.

The first symptom of Contagious Blood Poison is usually a little sore or _ulcer, 
which is quickly followed by a red rash on the skin, swollen glands in the 
groin, falling hair, ulcerated mouth and throat, and often copper colored 
splotches on different parts of the body.
